IMPROVEMENTS AT FATRMOUNT.

The Park Commissioners Will Spend
4,000 on onds,

The park commissioners held a meoting
last Monday night, at whicn they trausacted
considerable important business. A, C. Gra-
ham, J. W. Peregoy and 8. B. Wadsworth
wars all there, and the tim - was all taken up,
as the time gonerally is when these well
known worthies got together, The delibera-
tions were almost entirely with reference to
the improvements which it is expected o-
make upon Fairmount purk during the pres
ent season, There is about #.090 10 the park
fund and it is intended to spend the entire
sum on Lhis park.

The main trouble with Falrmount has al
ways beon that the roads were so «dedp as to
render lngress and egress  equally  diffieult,
and as tor driving, after one gets inside it
was far from being as  pleasant as a pleasure
drive ought to be.  Near the bepd of Park
avenue o twenty-five-foot cut is be made,
so that iustead of ascending the steep hill
that 1s at the head of this avenue, carringes
can leave the rond, turn to the left and reach
the top of the hill by u grade of about six
feet to the hundred.

Another job of grading is to be done in the
southeast part nf the park, leading by a
similar easy grade from the top of the east
ridge to the valley below, coming out neusr
the band stand.

Starting from the northwest corner of the
park, a road is to ve luid out from the top of
the lookout down the cast side of the hill,
leading to the cut on the southwest corner,
After passing owtside the purk the road will
ba continued until It reaches High street,
Thus forming & means of egress from the
park without going back the same way one
n_sll:lu, or descending an almost iondescendible
nill.

These improvements will be appreciated at
thelr faee value by all who have ever tried to
enjoy n ride through the park.

The
prediction of such men as Marvin Hughity
und other officials that the meeting will be an

WESTERN PASSENGER THOU BLES,

The question of abolishing unlimited tiex-
ets  wus considored at the moeting of the
Western Passenger association today  but it
wis finally decided to postpone action on tho
stubject until the June mecting, This course
was iade negessary by the nnsettled condl-
tion of affairs growiog out of the Alton bov-
cott.  Gienersl Passonger Agent Uhinrleton of
the Alton obtaiued the consent Of the asso-
cintion to make a rate of one fare for the
round teip for the farmers' wilisnce men who
are to uttend the national union conference in
Cineinnati this month, It wus expected that
the subjuct of |lm_\‘h|g cotnmissions in castern
territory and the boyeott of the castern roads
agalust the Alton would be discussed, but
the motter was not trought up in any shape.
Chiirmman  Fiuley's order to advance tho
rates between St Loui< and Chicago does
uot tuke effect uutil May 17, and it is probable
that the Alton will wait until that time belore
declaring its watention to withdraw from the
ussovistion, In the meuntime the board of
ruliogs of the eastern roads is laboring with
the Ohio & Mississipp road to induce it to
join In the embargo againgt the Alton, but so
far without success,

RULED AGAINST TRE ALTON,

Chairman Finley of the Western Passen-
ger association Is out with auother decision
against the Chicago & Alton road. Some time
ago, wfter giving due notite, the Alton mmile
reductions in its rates to meet the competi-
tivn of excursion rates made by the General
Trafe gssocigtion lines from  points in cen-
tral 1linois. The chaieman ruled that this
was a breech of the ageeement and orders
the Alton to turn over to the assoclation all
